Mexico City, June IO.—Valladolid, 
the stronghold of the Indian insur­ 
rectionists in \ ucatan, was captured 
by Federal troops early today, ac­ 
cording to telegrams received here 
tonight from Merida. The rebels were 
driven from the town and fled to the 
mountains, where they were hotly 
pursued. 
Many dead and wounded- were aban­ 
doned in the flight, and many prison­ 
ers were taken by the Government 
forces, among them Nicholas Sosa, 
ringleader 
of 
the 
insurrectionists, 
who was wounded. 
In the fighting thirty of the Na­ 
tional Guard were, killed and a num­ 
ber wounded. The attack was led by 
Col. Lara, whose men carried with 
them two rapid fire guns. 
After the skirmish of yesterday, 
when the 
Indians 
were 
dislodged 
from their trenches, the troops camp­ 
ed almost within gunshot of the town 
and followed up their advantages at 
daybreak. The national guard of Mer­ 
ida to the number of 1,200 opened 
the engagement at 4:30 a. rn. and by 
7:30 had taken the plaza of San Juan 
in the outskirts of Valladolid. The 
state troops were reinforced by a 
detachment of 600 federal troops un- , 
der Col. Iuque, and the fighting con- J 
tinued until possession of the town 
was gained. 
Many of the rebels are said to have 
deserted during the night and es­ 


caped to the mountains. 
Those who 
remained made a stubborn resist­ 
ance,^ but weakened and fled before 
the fire of the machine guns. A mil­ 
itary train in charge of the state 
troops has been sent out from iMeri- 
da to repair the portion of the rail­ 
road torn up by the rebels at the be­ 
ginning of the insurrection. 
There have been various rumors of 
other disturbances *t other places, 
but the authorities here are assured 
that there has been none except at 
Valladolid. No further troops will 
be sent to the peninsula, it was said 
here today.. The war department of­ 
ficials believe that the situation is 
well in hand. 
Reports from Travelers. 
Vera Cruz, Mexico,. June IO.—Pas­ 
sengers arriving here at noon today 
on a steamer which touched at Pro­ 
greso, Yucatan, yesterday, said that 
many influential persons were involv­ 
ed in the uprising in that peninsula. 
The avowed intention of the insur­ 
gents, it was said, was to take the 
city of Merida, capital of Yucatan 
and to release friends who were said 
to be imprisoned there charged with 
political offenses. 
Before Jefe Politico Regil was kill­ 
ed his resignation had been demand­ 
ed by the rebels, who, upon his re­ 
fusal to give up hi.** post, dismember­ 
ed him and put him to dr«th. The 
same fate befell Judge Victor Oieda 
of the court of First Instance and 
several others. 
The rebels are alleged to have 
thrown bombs into the court house, 
destroying it, and to have installed 
Capt. Maximiliano Bonila, who has 
been named in dispatches from Meri­ 
da as one of the leaders of the up­ 
rising,'as their chief.
